The vital statistics bill, 
a senate bill and had already 
passed by the senate, was passed by the 
house Monday afternoon by a vote of 
197 to 20. 

At one time

The bill provides for a strict regis- 
tration of all births and deaths in Geor- 
gia. The registration shall be under 
the supervision of the state board of 
health. It further provides for a state 
registrar of vital statistics to hold of- 
fice for four years with offices at the 
state capitol. There shall be registra- 
tion districts and in each city and town 
the city or town clerk shall be the 
registrar, while in militia districts, the 
justices of the peace or notary publics 
shall be the registrars. The bill pro- 
vides every detail for carrying the law 
into effect and if properly enforced 
there will be a complete and perfect 
system for a record in the state of all 
vital statistics. It was 
the senate by Senator 
Sixteenth district. 

Now Goes to Governor. 

The bill will now go to the gover- 
nor for his signature. 

The second and last bill acted upon 
at the afternoon session of the house 
was to provide that the term of of- 
fice for all county officials be four 
instead of two years. It called for a 
constitutfonal amendment and required 
123 votes. The vote stood: Ayes 123, 
noes 17. 

The bill was therefore passed. It had 
already been passed by the senate and 
now goes to the governor.

Engagement on Great Scale 
Seems Imminent in Belgium 


Brussels, August 11.—(Via London, 3:40 a. m.)—The lull in 
the fighting around Liege since Saturday appears to be the lull 
before the storm. There is little doubt that an engagement on a 
scale not vet witnessed in this war is imminent. 

The people of Brussels are extraordinarily watchful against 
spies. There is universal belief that proofs exist of an organized 
system of espionage, in which German business men of the highest 


standing are involved. The governor of Antwerp has issued a

| proclamation warning all German and Austrian residents to present 
themselves before the police; refusal to do’so will put them in 


danger of being shot as spies. 


German soldiers who have become separated from their regi- 
ments and have lost their way continually are falling into the hands 
of Belgians. For the most part they are cavalrymen and surrender 
without striking a blow, apparently glad to be fed: and lodged by 
their captors. Two hundred Germans were captured last night in 


this way. 


No Great Battle Y et Fought 
In the War of Seven Nations 


London August 11.—(1:20 a. m.)—No great battle has yet been 


fought on land or sea in the war of seven nations unless the German 
assaults upon the fortresses at Liege eventually assume the propor- 
tions of battle in history. Both combatants claim victory there, 
with the Belgians still holding the forts and the Germans occupying 
the city. 

The situation is unique. There is no confirmation of The Daily 
Mail’s report that the French have engaged the Germans and cut 
off their retreat, inflicting a loss of 8,000 men. The Belgians claim 
that they have taken 8,000 prisoners on Belgian soil, but military

Belgians Shoot 100 German Spies 


Brussels, August 10.—(Via Paris, 2:35 Pp. m.)—Brussels has 
been covered with a network of German spies. Six hundred already 
have been arrested and one hundred were shot today. 

Some of the Germans captured wore uniforms of gendarmes, 
civic guards, soldiers and officers of the Belgian army. 

Manv were armed with bombs and revolvers and rode in auto- 
. They also had in their possession 


mobiles bearing false numbers. 
telegrams and letters with the counterfeit signature of the Belgian 
minister of war. 

Just before and after the fighting began private signs were dis- 
covered on bridges, military works and aqueducts indicating that 
those structures should be blown up. 

Severe precautions have now been taken by the military authort- 
ties. No one is admitted at the railway stations without a military 
permit, Automobiles are halted at every mile. | 

The war minister has issued a proclamation that every German 
and Austrian who does not declare himself within twenty hours 
will be considered a spy. Since the Flanders provinces were placed 
under martial law, two days ago, more than 2,000 have been arrested 
as spies. 

Forty thousand volunteers have been enrolled and have been 


formed into twenty regiments, of two thousand each.

“The Germans, on seeing spaces be- 
tween the forts open before them, en- 
tered in small groups on Thursday 
evening. Among those who entered 
were General von Emmich, commander 
of the Tenth army corps, and his staff. 
At the citadel, which is the barracks, 
the governor and burgomaster of Liege 
were informed that unless the town 
and forts surrendered the Germans 
would bombard the town and raze it 
completely. On orders from hig gov- 
ernment the governor then left the 
town. 

“On Friday night seventeen notables 
of Liege, headed by the bishop, Dbur- 
gomaster and sheriff, with some depu- 
ties, proceeded to the citadel and 
begged General von Emmich not to 
bombard the town. 

Threatened to Bombard. 


The general replied that the town 
and forts must surrender or he would 
begin the bombardment. The Germans 
asserted that the peasants In the dis- 
trict had committed hostile acts against 
them. 

“All the members of the deputation 
were detained as hostages and it is 
not yet known whether they have been 
liberated,” 

The occupation was accomplished de- 
corously, General von Emmich having 
been warned from Berlin against al- 
lowing his men to commit excesses. 

The troops, headed by cavalry, ap- 
proached the town along the main 
eastern‘roads through charred forests, 
passing between the forts of Fleron 
and Devegnee, where the Belgian offi- 
cers and idle gunners were assembled, 
and watched the strange procession 
arriving. 

The German 
leted in the schools and public build- 
ings, but not in private houses. Gen- 
eral von Emmich’'s men also have been 
ordered to pay for all purchases at the 
stores which remain open. 

Most of the inhabitants of Liege re- 
mained in their cellars during Fri- 
day night, but came out Saturday upon 
finding that General von Emmich was 
not permitting excesses 

Threatened to Destroy Town. 

The general issued a proclamation 
accusing civillans of firing on German 
troops, and threatened to destroy the 
town if this was repeated. 

After the German trooops reached 
Warsage, in the province of Liege, ac 
cording to people who saw their ar- 
rival, they assembled all the inhabit- 
ants and chose fourteen from among 
them. Of those, eight are said to have 
been shot and two hanged. The mayor 
himself was arrested, but afterwards 
liberated by German officers who had 
been his guests the day before.

The committee tomorrow will hear 
cotton men of the south on the propos-

I stated that I heard you make your 
political speech a short time ago in 
Marietta In which you severely arraign- 
ed the tax-dodger, unmercifully con- 
demned parties who make false returns 
concerning their property, and dealt at 
length on the great injustice being done 
honest people on account of tax-dodgers 
and, in effect, set yourself up as the 
“Moses to lead the children out of the 
wilderness” on this subject. Having 
served seven years in the general as- 
sembly with you and being familiar 
with yvour public career for about sev- 
enteen years, I was acquainted with 
vour artistic and persistent habit of 
dodging and sidestepping. I, therefore, 
concluded that I would go down and 
take a look at the official returns made 
by yourself and see whether or not you 
were ac proficient a tax-dodger as your 
record had demonstrated you to be in 
dealing with parblic questions.

Four or five years ago this country 
would have been in a really bad fix over 
this. But today the United States is 
coming out with flying colors. 

“There is no reason why a sound 
business man or farmer should be un- 
easy. 

“Fortunately for us, our cotton crop 
is not on the market. The government 
has pledged itself to relieve the situa- 
tion as far as possible and to help 
move the crops. Already $34,000,000 has 
been allotted to various cities by the 
secretary of the treasury. This is above 
the sum indicated by the policy that the 
government had outlined, and may be 


‘taken to mean that the government will 


not. stop at this sum, but may dis- 
tribute such other sums as are deemed 
advisable. 

“The Aldrich-Vreeland law has been 
so amended that it will prove of great 
assistance in financial emergencies. 

“The banks of this country have and 
will have in the near future great op- 
portunities to assist and protect busi- 
ness. It is a great opportunity for the 
bankers to exercise practical patriot- 
ism. 

“The government has resolved to find 
out how much, if any, cotton is needed 
abroad, and it can be depended upon 
that at the proper time the necessary 
money and means of transportation for 
delivering our cotton will be forthcom- 
ing. 

Banks Never Stronger. 


“The banks were never in stronger 
financial position or better equipped to 
meet the present situation. The farmer, 
the country merchant, the banker and 
the government will co-operate and the 
emergency will be met. It is the time 
for us to sit steady on the job and 
we will win out.”’

National Foreign Trades 
Council Urges Action to 
Stop Congestion of Com- 
merce Caused by the War. 


New York, August 10,—The National 
Foreign Trades Council at a special 
meeting here today took measures for 
the relief of the congestion of for- 
eign commerce due to the war. James 
A. Farrell, president of the United 
States Steel corporation and chairman 
of the council, in opening the meeting 
laid stress on the seriousness of the 
situation and gave as the object of the 
relief measures the starting of exports 
to Europe. 

For National Unity of Action. 

It was agreed that the council, which 
consists of 35 national répresentative 
manufacturers, bankers, merchants, 
railroad and steamship men, collective- 
ly standing for the general interest of 
all elements engaged in or affected by 
foreign trade, should work for national 
unity of action in setting American ex- 
port and import trade free from the 
paralysis of transportation. 

The council decided to keep in daily 
touch with all its members in all parts 
of the United States and with the nu- 
mérous commercial and industrial or- 
ganizations which have telegraphed to 
it for information regarding shipping. 
Its object is to co-operate with every 
effective agency for the extension of 
American commerce. 

Although the meeting was called at 
short notice, members came from every 
part of the United States James J 
Hill promptly left St. Paul to attend 
the sessions, while Captain Robert Dol- 
lard, the San Francisco exporter, tele- 
graphed that he was leaving San Fran- 
cisco to join a committee of the coun- 
cil which will attend the conference of 
shipping and banking interests called 
by Secretary McAdoo to meet in Wash- 
ington on Friday. 

A committee was appointed to rec- 
ommend action to the council.

LaGrange, Ga., August 10.—(Special.) 
In a clear and forceful manner, Gov- 
ernor John M. Slaton explafined to an 
immense gathering of Troup citizens 
at the courthouse vesterday morning 
the new tax equalization law, its pur- 
pose and effects, and all who were 
present and heard the magnificent ad- 
dress went away feeling that the gov- 
ernor had conscientiously met the re- 
sponsibilities of his office and put his 
future political career at stake to save 
the state of Georgia from the stigma 
of financial disaster. Those present, 
who heretofore had bitterly opposed 
the new law. saw the situation in a 
new light. 


The governor was introduced to the 
Judge F. M. 


into his subject, beginning with his 
career as chief executive. He related 
the conditions found upon his inaugu- 
ration, declaring that notwithstanding 
the wonderful natural resources and 
the remarkable industrial progress of 
the state, the extravagant appropria- 


tions of the legislature had, year after | 


year, so drained the public treasury 
that the state was unable to pay her 
school teachers, and the 
who fought and bled in the civil war,

The appalling situation presented a 
dilemma, which called for either a de- 
crease in appropriations or an increase 
in the rate of taxation. The consti- 
tutional limit forbids a further increase

pri> tions to the schools and old 
soldi \and the remaining funds were 
imperatively needed for the -mainte- 
nance of the state sanitarium at Mil- 
ledgeville, the healtn department and 
other public institutions. The situa- 
tion would permit no decrease in the 
appropriations and the only other re- 
course to save the state from ultimate 
disaster was to devise some means 
whereby the income could be increased 
by taxation. 

The governor stated that in other 
states the right to inherit fortunes had 
been taxed, and this legitimate system 
of obtaining revenue was urged pas- 
sage in the Georgia legislature, with 
provision for immunity to heirs of 
small sums who had families dependent 
upon them. An inheritance tax law 
passed and the state's income was thus 
increased this amount.

The bill creating the new county of 
Evans was passed yesterday morning 
in the senate by a vote of 34 to 6. This, 
with the other counties created by the 
legislature, but not yet voted upon 
by the people, gives Georgia 152 coun- 
ties. 

The bill was amended so as to re- 
duce the area to be taken from Bul- 
loch county, where the opposition to 
the new county was strongest. The 
Original bill provided that 90 square 
miles should be taken from Bulloch, 
but this was amended upon motion of 
Senator Parrish, of the seventeenth, so 
as to take only about 60 square miles. 
The bill will now go to the house for 
concurrence in this amendment. 

Evans county will be cut from the

counties of Bulloch and Tattnall, 
Claxton as a county seat.

A TAX ON EDUCATION. 

The house yesterday by 100 for and 44 
against voted down the _ constitutional 
amendment exempting college endowments 
from taxation. 3 

While the vote in favor of the amend- 
ment was more than two to one of those 
voting, it lacked on account of short attend- 
ance the necessary two-thirds of the full 
vote recorded to submit a constitutional 
amendment. 

The very fact that of those voting so 
large a percentage favored the amendment, 
indicates that on anything like a full vote 
there will be no trouble in obtaining the 
necessary two-thirds. 

It must be understood that this amend- 
ment simply proposes to submit to the 
people of Georgia the right to say whether 
or not college endowments shall be ex- 
empted from taxation—endowments which 
go to the education of our youth and which 
apply alike to all institutions of the state 
devoted exclusively to educational purposes. 

Under existing conditions the richly en- 
dowed negro colleges of Georgia are prac- 
tically exempt from taxation, in that they 
derive their endowments from outside in- 
vestments not subject to taxation by _ this 
state. 

Here in Georgia our endowed educational 
institutions—and, alas, they are not many— 
derive their income from Georgia invest- 
ments. So, as the matter stands, our negro 
colleges are practically exempt while the 
white institutions are subject to taxation. 

Years ago the lamented Walter B. Hill, 
chancellor of the State university, in ad- 
vocating such a constitutional amendment, 
referred to this tax as a 
the soul.” The university itself is exempt 
from taxation, so the attitude of its dis- 
tinguished chancellor at that time was not 
in the slightest degree misunderstood. | He 
favored the amendment simply because he 
revolted at the idea of the state levying 
a tax on education, and that is exactly what 
the present system amounts to. And he 
was right. 

The matter comes up again before the 
house this morning -on a question of recon- 
sideration, and The Constitution js confi- 
dent that the amendment will receive the 
necessary two-thirds vote.

The many walking through 
life with eyes shut to its beauty; making 
their own crosses; seeking for thorns in 
sunbright, flowery places, may learn of this 
blind philosopher; who makes a blessing of 
his burden, and counts it no burden at all.

“The most troublesome 
Situation is the uncertainty attached to 
shipping facilities throughout the world, 
and for that reason eastern bankers advise 
that cotton should be held in the hands of 
the producer for the present. It can be so 
held just as though the crop were thirty 
days to six weeks late. Cotton can be held 
more cheaply on the farm than in ‘the 
market cities, for when it begins to move, 
interest and storage charges commence. 

“The situatton is now like a big stream 
dammed up, but as soon as commerce 
begins to move, relief will follow speedily. 

“The greatest relief can be best and most 
easily given through the export trade, For 
this reason the national government should 
immediately see to it ‘that our shipping 
laws are made less repressive, and require- 
ments as to registratign should be made 
easier. 

“The business men and bankers should, 
and, I believe wilh, pull together, and with 
gur sound and substantial underlying condi- 
tions everything will work out satisfac- 
torily.”’

America Up Against 
Its Greatest Opportunity 


Editor Constitution: At the present time 
the carrying capacity of the merchant marine 
of the world, according to Lloyd's Register, 
is 41,914,765 tons. The merchant marine of 
the world is owned as follows: 

British, 19,012,294; American, 5,058,678; 
German, 4,333,196: Norwegian, 2,014,533; 
French, 1,882,280; Italian, 1,220,653; Japanese, 

Dutch, 1,016,193; Russian, 887,325; 
Austria-Hungarian, 779,029. Total, 36,853,03. 

These are the figures given by Lioyd for 
1910-1911, and since then additions have been 
made, but these figures indicate the relative 
position of the nations. 

It creates something of a comfortable 
feeling for us to read that under the Amer- 
ican flag there are 5,058,678 fons. A closer 
examination, however, will upset this feeling 
of satisfaction. Lloyd shows that of sea- 
going steam tonnage we have: 

Wood, 202,008; iron, 278,881; steel, 
030. While of sailing craft we have: 
984,858 tones; iron, 38,010 tons; steel, 
tons. 

This gives us a total sea-going steam 
merchant marine of 1,641,919 tons, and of 
sailing vessels 1,119,680 tons. This gives 
us a total steam and sail merchant marine, 
sea-going in character, of 2,761,605 tons. We 
have on the Great Lakes a merchant marine 
of 2,256,619 tons, which of course is of no 
value in the movement of our forelgn com- 
merce. 

Now, when we take a closer look at our 
2,761,605 tons of sea-going merchant Ships, 
we find that practically all of that is engaged 
in our coastwise commerce. A very small 
per cent is used by the Hill line, on the 
Pacific, and the Gulf and West Indian Steam- 
ship company and the American-Hawailan 
line do pretty nearly all of the foreign trade 
done under the American flag, and this trade 
is carried on with ports on the Gulf of 
Mexico, the Caribbean sea, Cuba and the 
West Indies. We are, therefore, in the situa- 
tion which Thomas Jefferson deplored as‘a 
possibility. 

The merchant ships of the world are own- 
ed by European countries, which are now at 
war with each other. What are we going 
to do to meet the present conditions, and 
what are we going to do to prevent its re- 
currence? Jefferson was of the opinion that 
we would have to “adopt the principles of 
those who put us on the defensive, or others 
equivalent and better fitted to our circum- 
stances.” 

The alarming feature of the situation is 
that we of the south may possibly have 
eight or ten million bales of cotton hitherto 
exported to foreign markets, but now tied 
up at home. To prevent an avalanche of dis- 
aster as wide as the nation some immediate 
arrangements must be made whereby the 
farmer ean get ready money for his cotton 
and whereby that cotton may be held until 
it can be marketed. To solve this problem 
will require the highest order of business 
talent. The question of transportation by 
land and by sea is involved. The question 
of storage and jinsurance is involved. The 
question of financing is involved. The ques- 
tion of raising and furnishing the requisite 
cash ts involved. When we look at a gingle 
state in the republic of Brazil and see that 
the statesmanship and the business capacify 
of the people of Sao Paulo met and mastered 
a similar situation, it cannot be doubted that 
America ‘will be able to furnish brains 
enough to meet the conditions which now 
demand solution and to save America and 
the world from disaster. Those men who 
are engaged in the handling of the problem 
of production, distribution and consumption 
of this great crop, must meet and devise

New York, August 6, 1914.—‘*The south is 
unnecessarily alarmed over the prospective 
reduction in and demand for and price of 
cotton in view of the general European war. 
European manefacturers may not require the 
usual amount of cotton, but American manu- 
facturers will require it all. It is inevitable 
that all over-Sea trade of Germany will be 
at the mercy of any nation who first seeks 
it and can best serve the former patrons of 
Germany. Of all nations, the United States 
is in the best position to take and hold this 
trade. Merchants, manufacturers, bankers 
aud statesmen should work together for that 
purpose. First liberalize our shipping. laws, 
Germany supplied the coarse and cheaper 
cotton trade of Mexico, Central and South 
America, Africa, Asia and the Orient gen- 
erally. There will be no embargo on the 
commerce of the Pacific. Our cotton should 
go abroad, not as raw m&terial, but as fin- 
ished product, and when the war in Europe 
is over we should hold largely the trade that 
now is waiting to fall into our bands.”

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EFFECT OF THE WAR | 
ON COTTON PRICES 


By JOHN G. ANDERSON, °

“I do not believe the people of the cotton 
States have any real cause for alarm over 
the apprehension of losing the bulk of the 
cotton crop on account of a low price inci- 
dent to the European war. ( 

“The people of the world must be fed 
and clothed as usual. If they are inter- 
rupted for a few weeks in transportation 
facilities, that ought not to bankrupt us, be- 
cause a way will be found to supply them. 
There will be no embargo on the com- 
merce of the Pacific. England is our big- 
Zest customer for raw cotton, and she may 


be depended upon to keep her mills run- 


ning. She must have our cotton. 
will see to that. 

“There need not be any fear in this 
country on account of the supply of money. 
The government has already attended to 
that. Farmers can, this fall, easier than 
ever before, arrange to borrow money on 
their cotton if they want to carry it over. 
This is absolutely assured. 

“Business should move along as usual. 
In fact, I look for a period of unusual 
prosperity in this country, and especially in 
the south, on account of the conditions in 
Europe, It is too had to profit by our 
neighbor’s misfortunes, but that is just 
what the war means to the United States. 

“Our cotton mills have been running 
along from hand to mouth since the panic of 
1907; many of them losing money and few 
able to make both ends meet. Some have 
not been able to keep running half the 
time, while others have gone into bank- 
ruptcy and are now standing still. The 
war means that they wlll very soon be run- 
ning to full capacity, and if many of them 
can get labor, running night and day! 

“This means employment for thousands 
at good wages, who are now idle most of 
the time, and an increase in the consump- 
tion of raw cotten of not less than 50 per 
cent. The cotton crop will not be sacrificed; 
we can manufacture most of it and send it 
abroad, not as raw material, but as finished 
product at good prices. When the war is 
over we will be able to hold to most of the 
trade that is now walting for us. 

“The following table will be interesting 
to those fond of figures. I have no means, 
of course, of knowing whether they will 
represent actual conditions or not. But I 
should think, generally speaking, that the 
world will consume almost as much cotton 
the present season as it did last, and if 
one country falls below the estimate in the 
table, some other will go above. At any 
rate the figures will sharpen one’s appe- 
tite for speculation. In the following table 
the figures are in thousands:

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“But suppose that on account of the war 
the world consumes only 12,000,000 bales, 
and we have to carry over 2,000,000 to 
another season?

I have 
absolute confidence in the ability of the 
country, the south espectally,.to take care 
of itself. Business should go along as usual 

“The first shock of the impending con- 
flict {s passed. Financial matters are being 
straightened out and there is plenty of 
money to carry on the business of the 
country. No man ought to get excited. Cool 
heads and calm judgment are necessary to 
meet an emergency. The cotton crop, on 
which the south depends for its prosperity, 
will find a market at remunerative prices. 
The business men of the south, with the 
help, if needed, of their friends in the north, 
will solve the question if, indeed, it needs 
solving.

Leaves Washington for 
Rome, Where Interment 
Will Take Place — Brief 
Service at White House. 


Washington, August 10.—Woodrow 
Wilson, president of the United States, 
tonight was making the saddest jour- 
ney of his life. In a_ special train 
bearing the body of Mrs. Wilson to its 
final resting place beside the graves 
of her father and mother, he was on 
the way to Rome, Ga., with his daugh- 
ters and a few members of his own 
and his wife's families. 

The last simple ceremony of the fu- 
neral will take place tomorrow after- 
noon in the quiet, wooded cemetery of 
the Georgia town. Then the president 
will turn again to the burdens of his 
effice and the loneliness of the white 
house. 

Flags at Half Mast. 

While flags drowped at half mast 
throughout the capital today and thou- 
sands gathered in the wide avenue be- 
fore the closed gates of the white 
house grvunds, the first service was 
held over Mrs. Wilson’s body in the 
east room. The flags, the crowds, the 
closing of the government depart 
ments in the afternoon and the masses 
of flowers which overflowed the east 
room, were the nation’s only way of 
expressing its sympathy. 

In accordance with Mrs. Wilsons 
wish, the service was of the simplest. 
There was no music; only the reading 
of a few verses from the Bible, a 
prayer by the Rev. Sylvester Beach, 
of the church which the Wilson family 
attended during their years in Prince- 
ton, N. J., and a benediction by the 
Rev. J. H. Taylor, at whose church the 
president has worshipped since he came 
to Washington. . 

Less than 200 were present. Besides 
the family there were a few intimate 
friends, the members of the cabinet and 
their wives, the committees from the 
Senate and the house headed by the 
vice president and the speaker, and the 
employees of the white house. 

The casket was borne from the white 
house by six members of the city police 
force who have guarded the home of 
the presidents for years. There were 
no honorary pallbearers. 

Few saw the funeral party pass on 
its way to the union station, where the 
train awaited it. The drive was made 
over less frequented streets and only 
three closed automobiles bearing the 
president and a dozen men, relatives or 
close friends of the family, followed 
the hearse. 

In Silent Sympathy. 

As the party drew up before the 
state entrance of the station a violent 
thundershower began. Within the Sta- 
tion a crowd had. gathered that taxed 
the great structure to its limits. Out- 
side thousands more braved the 
drenching rain to stand in silent sym- 
pathy. Passing through a lane walled 
by humanity, the casket was carried 
to the waiting train. On it rested a 
Single wreath, the last gift of the 
president and his daughters. 

Close behind walked the _ president 
with a secret-service agent beside him. 
Then followed his companions, walking 
three abreast. At the train they halted 
as the casket was carried into the car, 
and stood in silence afterward, until 
the preSident’s three daughters and his 
Sons-in-law arrived. ‘The members of 
the family then entered the private 
car in which the casket had been 
placed. Tonight as the train sped 
southward they shared the sad’ vigil. 
Other members of the party rode in 
special cars and a baggage car Car- 
ried part of the hundreds of floral 
pieces.

Seattle, Wash. August 10.—Suffra- 
gists applauded today when Mayor 
Hiram C. Gill, in testifying before the 
federal industrial relations commission, 
made his initial declaration in favor 
of woman suffrage. Votes of women, 
the mayor had testified a few miinutes 
previously, did much toward his recall 
three years ago. He also added that 
at one time he was opposed to suf- 
frage. 

The mayor sald he was favorable to 
suffrage now, and declared the 
votes of women had resulted in cleans- 
ings politics here. 

The mayor insisted 
problems of the northwest 
ent from those of the east.
